DIVISION I1

DEPARTMENT ON AGING2

Section 1. 2013 Iowa Acts, chapter 138, section 131, is3

amended to read as follows:4

SEC. 131. DEPARTMENT ON AGING. There is appropriated from5

the general fund of the state to the department on aging for6

the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2014, and ending June 30,7

2015, the following amount, or so much thereof as is necessary,8

to be used for the purposes designated:9

For aging programs for the department on aging and area10

agencies on aging to provide citizens of Iowa who are 60 years11

of age and older with case management for frail elders, Iowa’s12

aging and disabilities resource center, and other services13

which may include but are not limited to adult day services,14

respite care, chore services, information and assistance,15

and material aid, for information and options counseling for16

persons with disabilities who are 18 years of age or older,17

and for salaries, support, administration, maintenance, and18

miscellaneous purposes, and for not more than the following19

full-time equivalent positions:20

1. Funds appropriated in this section may be used to24

supplement federal funds under federal regulations. To25

receive funds appropriated in this section, a local area26

agency on aging shall match the funds with moneys from other27

sources according to rules adopted by the department. Funds28

appropriated in this section may be used for elderly services29

not specifically enumerated in this section only if approved30

by an area agency on aging for provision of the service within31

the area.32

2. Of the funds appropriated in this section, $139,97333

$279,946 is transferred to the economic development authority34

for the Iowa commission on volunteer services to be used for35
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the retired and senior volunteer program.1

3. a. The department on aging shall establish and enforce2

procedures relating to expenditure of state and federal funds3

by area agencies on aging that require compliance with both4

state and federal laws, rules, and regulations, including but5

not limited to all of the following:6

(1) Requiring that expenditures are incurred only for goods7

or services received or performed prior to the end of the8

fiscal period designated for use of the funds.9

(2) Prohibiting prepayment for goods or services not10

received or performed prior to the end of the fiscal period11

designated for use of the funds.12

(3) Prohibiting the prepayment for goods or services13

not defined specifically by good or service, time period, or14

recipient.15

(4) Prohibiting the establishment of accounts from which16

future goods or services which are not defined specifically by17

good or service, time period, or recipient, may be purchased.18

b. The procedures shall provide that if any funds are19

expended in a manner that is not in compliance with the20

procedures and applicable federal and state laws, rules, and21

regulations, and are subsequently subject to repayment, the22

area agency on aging expending such funds in contravention of23

such procedures, laws, rules and regulations, not the state,24

shall be liable for such repayment.25

4. Of the funds appropriated in this section, $125,00026

$250,000 shall be used to fund services to meet the unmet needs27

of older individuals as identified in the annual compilation28

of unmet service units by the area agencies on aging through29

Iowa’s aging and disability resource center network.30

5. Of the funds appropriated in this section, $300,00031

$600,000 shall be used to fund home and community-based32

services through the area agencies on aging that enable older33

individuals to avoid more costly utilization of residential or34

institutional services and remain in their own homes.35

Of the funds appropriated in this subsection, $10,0001

$20,000 shall be used for implementation of a guardianship and2

conservatorship monitoring and assistance pilot project as3

specified in this Act.4

a. (1) Of the funds appropriated in this subsection,9

$2,574,181 $5,073,361 shall be used for the tobacco use10

prevention and control initiative, including efforts at the11

state and local levels, as provided in chapter 142A. The12

commission on tobacco use prevention and control established13

pursuant to section 142A.3 shall advise the director of14

public health in prioritizing funding needs and the allocation15

of moneys appropriated for the programs and activities of16

the initiative under this subparagraph (1) and shall make17

recommendations to the director in the development of budget18

requests relating to the initiative.19

(2) Of the funds allocated in this paragraph “a”, $37,50020

shall be used to develop a social media structure to engage21

youth and prevent youth initiation of tobacco use. Of the22

amount allocated in this subparagraph (2), $12,500 $25,00023

shall be used for a youth summit.24

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(5) (a) Of the funds allocated in this paragraph “a”,1

$226,534 $453,067 is transferred to the alcoholic beverages2

division of the department of commerce for enforcement of3

tobacco laws, regulations, and ordinances and to engage in4

tobacco control activities approved by the division of tobacco5

use prevention and control as specified in the memorandum of6

understanding entered into between the divisions.7

$18,903,715 shall be used for substance-related disorder25

prevention and treatment.26

(a) Of the funds allocated in this subparagraph (1),27

$449,650 $899,300 shall be used for the public purpose of a28

grant program to provide substance-related disorder prevention29

programming for children.30

(i) Of the funds allocated in this subparagraph division31

(a), $213,770 $427,539 shall be used for grant funding for32

organizations that provide programming for children by33

utilizing mentors. Programs approved for such grants shall be34

certified or will be certified within six months of receiving35
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the grant award by the Iowa commission on volunteer services as1

utilizing the standards for effective practice for mentoring2

programs.3

(ii) Of the funds allocated in this subparagraph division4

(a), $213,420 $426,839 shall be used for grant funding for5

organizations that provide programming that includes youth6

development and leadership. The programs shall also be7

recognized as being programs that are scientifically based with8

evidence of their effectiveness in reducing substance-related9

disorders in children.10

(iii) The department of public health shall utilize a11

request for proposals process to implement the grant program.12

(iv) All grant recipients shall participate in a program13

evaluation as a requirement for receiving grant funds.14

(v) Of the funds allocated in this subparagraph division15

(a), up to $22,461 $44,922 may be used to administer16

substance-related disorder prevention grants and for program17

evaluations.18

(b) Of the funds allocated in this subparagraph (1),19

$136,302 $272,603 shall be used for culturally competent20

substance-related disorder treatment pilot projects.21

(i) The department shall utilize the amount allocated22

in this subparagraph division (b) for at least three pilot23

projects to provide culturally competent substance-related24

disorder treatment in various areas of the state. Each pilot25

project shall target a particular ethnic minority population.26

The populations targeted shall include but are not limited to27

African American, Asian, and Latino.28

(ii) The pilot project requirements shall provide for29

documentation or other means to ensure access to the cultural30

competence approach used by a pilot project so that such31

approach can be replicated and improved upon in successor32

programs.33

(2) Of the funds allocated in this paragraph “b”, up34

to $1,555,807 $3,111,614 may be used for problem gambling35
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prevention, treatment, and recovery services.1

(a) Of the funds allocated in this subparagraph (2),2

$1,286,881 $2,573,762 shall be used for problem gambling3

prevention and treatment.4

(b) Of the funds allocated in this subparagraph (2), up to5

$218,926 $437,852 may be used for a 24-hour helpline, public6

information resources, professional training, and program7

evaluation.8

(c) Of the funds allocated in this subparagraph (2), up9

to $50,000 $100,000 may be used for the licensing of problem10

gambling treatment programs.11

(3) It is the intent of the general assembly that from the12

moneys allocated in this paragraph “b”, persons with a dual13

diagnosis of substance-related disorder and gambling addiction14

shall be given priority in treatment services.15

c. Notwithstanding any provision of law to the contrary,16

to standardize the availability, delivery, cost of delivery,17

and accountability of problem gambling and substance-related18

disorder treatment services statewide, the department shall19

continue implementation of a process to create a system20

for delivery of treatment services in accordance with the21

requirements specified in 2008 Iowa Acts, chapter 1187, section22

3, subsection 4. To ensure the system provides a continuum23

of treatment services that best meets the needs of Iowans,24

the problem gambling and substance-related disorder treatment25

services in any area may be provided either by a single agency26

or by separate agencies submitting a joint proposal.27

(1) The system for delivery of substance-related disorder28

and problem gambling treatment shall include problem gambling29

prevention.30

(2) The system for delivery of substance-related disorder31

and problem gambling treatment shall include substance-related32

disorder prevention by July 1, 2015.33

(3) Of the funds allocated in paragraph “b”, the department34

may use up to $50,000 $100,000 for administrative costs to35
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continue developing and implementing the process in accordance1

with this paragraph “c”.2

d. The requirement of section 123.53, subsection 5, is met3

by the appropriations and allocations made in this Act for4

purposes of substance-related disorder treatment and addictive5

disorders for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2014.6

e. The department of public health shall work with all7

other departments that fund substance-related disorder8

prevention and treatment services and all such departments9

shall, to the extent necessary, collectively meet the state10

maintenance of effort requirements for expenditures for11

substance-related disorder services as required under the12

federal substance-related disorder prevention and treatment13

block grant.14

The division provides that if the total amounts appropriated8

from all sources for the medicaid program for FY 2014-20159

exceed the amount needed, the excess remains available to be10

used for the program in the succeeding fiscal year.11

MISCELLANEOUS. This division includes miscellaneous12

statutory amendments involving the agencies receiving13

appropriations in the bill and the programs administered by14

those agencies. Many of the amendments codify exceptions to15

codified law that were enacted in appropriations made in SF 46616

and in previous years appropriations.17

Code section 35A.16, relating to the county commissions18

of veteran affairs fund, is amended to reduce the standing19

appropriation to the fund from $1 million to $990,000. Each20

county in the state receives $10,000 from the fund annually.21

Code section 225C.38, relating to payments under the family22

support subsidy program, is amended to address the subsidy23

amounts. If during the fiscal year the funding amount used24

to establish the subsidy amount is reduced, the department is25

required to revise the subsidy amount to conform to the funding26

amount. The procedure for establishing the maximum amount of27

unpaid costs that may be recovered from a child’s county of28

legal settlement is amended to provide for a limitation on29

juvenile shelter home payable by the public to be established30

for a fiscal year in appropriations law enacted by the general31

assembly.32

Code section 232.141, relating to juvenile justice33

expenses, is amended to codify a procedure for the state34

court administrator and a department of human services35
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division administrator to distribute to judicial districts1

and departmental service areas the overall amount allocated2

by appropriation for juvenile justice court-ordered services.3

The district or juvenile court is prohibited from ordering a4

service charged to the state when there is insufficient funding5

in the distribution amount. The court is also prohibited from6

ordering a county to pay for a service that is a charge upon the7

state.8

Code section 232.141 is also amended to provide that state9

reimbursement for a juvenile shelter placement is limited to10

the amount the department of human services is authorized to11

pay in accordance with law and administrative rule.12

Code section 232.142, relating to the costs of juvenile13

detention homes, is amended to remove a requirement for the14

state financial aid to be at least 10 percent of the detention15

home costs and to reference the funding source for the16

financial aid.17

Code section 234.35, relating to when the state is18

responsible to pay for the cost of foster care, is amended to19

include a reference to shelter care and to strike a reference20

to a foster care reimbursement rate standard in Code section21

234.38, which is amended by the bill.22

Code section 234.38, relating to foster care reimbursement23

rates, is amended to modify the requirement that the rates24

shall be based on 65 percent of the federal estimate of the25

cost to raise a child. The bill provides that the requirement26

can be modified by law and is subject to the appropriation of27

sufficient funding.28

Code section 249A.20, relating to reimbursement of29

noninstitutional health providers under the Medicaid program,30

is amended to require that the annual adjustment of the31

reimbursement schedule for the providers is based on the amount32

of the annual appropriation made for this reimbursement.33

PRIOR APPROPRIATIONS AND RELATED CHANGES. This division34

includes changes to prior appropriations and other related35
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changes including increases in the 2013-2014 appropriations1

made from the pharmaceutical settlement account and the quality2

assurance trust fund; a provision transferring any moneys3

remaining in the account for health care transformation as4

of December 31, 2013, to the general fund of the state; and5

a provision authorizing that until June 30, 2015, funds in6

the IowaCare account remain available and are appropriated to7

the department of human services for payment of valid claims.8

The division takes effect upon enactment and for the sections9

relating to the health care transformation and IowaCare10

accounts is retroactively applicable to July 1, 2013.11
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
